He broke the top half off 

a bottle he found on the 
beach and carried the octo- 
pus in the bottom half, 
The operator of the drag- 
tine dredging out the drain 
contacted the Common- 
wealth Serum Laboratories. 

Dr, Sutherland of the La- 
boratories confirmed it was 
one of the ‘deadly species 
which have caused fatalities. 

Overall it measured only 
11” from tip to tip of out- 
stretched tentacles.

Peter worked as a swimming 
instructor in London before both 
of them went to work as “Red 
Coats” and swimming instructors 
for the 10,000 weekly holiday- 
makers at a Butlin holiday camp 
in the north of England. 

The friendliness of the Eng- 
lish people impressed them dur- 
ing their stay for the 10 week 
summer season. 

The summer months they found 
beautiful—there was little sun but 
the constant temperature . of 
about 72 they considered equal to 
the Australian 80's.
